Dublin has been the scene of many remarkable demonstrations, but 
none more impressive than that which took place yesterday, when the 
commercial and industrial life of the, city was stopped as a-protest against 


the growth of militarism. 


The demonstration had been organised by the Irish Labour Party 
and Trafle Union Congress, but it was not confinéll to the ranks of or- 
vanised Labour; all classes took part in it.. 

During the forenoon members of the various trade unions assembled 
in Beresford place, and, after marching through some of the principal 
streeis, gathered round three platforms which had been erected in Sack-

BOGUS PROCLAMATION. 
During the right or early morping hours a 
rinted decument was pested throughout the 
central area of the city which caused many ex- 
+ .essions of survrise and incredulity among» the 
large crowd gathering for the demonstration. 
(pe posver, which was headed in bold, black 
iepe, and purported to come from the “ Head- 
cuarters of the Trish Workers’ Renyblic, “Liberty 
Hall,” read as follows :—

‘Mr: Thomas: Johnson, Seeretary of the Iris 
Labour Party, said that the VS at aol ne 
wanted just one element to complete its success: 
and that was the presence of a couple of 
thousand young men from» Beggars’ B and 
from the Four Courts who would declare pub-

He knew that the 
effect of the armed bands that were on the 
loose—ithe searchings, the holds-up, the looting 
and levying, and the brigandage that were 
taking place in different parts of the country— 
was beginning to tell upon the patience of the 
people...

The All-Ireland Ratepayers’ Association 

has issued the following manifesto, in 
which it calls for a national demonstra- 
tion in Dublin, on May 7,,to demand that 
the elementary rights of citizenship. shall 
be aceorded to every citizen of Ireland :— 
i; The Trish nation is to-day at the parting of 
the ways, and the Sovereign Assembly of Dail 
‘Eireann has committed to its care the welfare 
of the people. Such terrible responsibility 
would test to the utmost the abilities of older 
aid more experienced men with a heritagé of 
native legislation and administration handed 
down from preceding generations. If we, on 
behalf of the ratepayers and business men, raise 
our voice, we do so in full appreciation of the 
difficulties with which our Government is faced. 
Ordered government, the goal of the best regu 
lated nations, is, wo know, well-nigh impossible 
in the evening of revolution; but the situation 
obtaining here at the present time cannot last, 
and if not ¢mmediately improved will rapidly 
become worse. It is with confidence we appeal 
to Dail Eireann to. take whatever steps are 
necessary to establish its undisputed authority 
over the land. By doing,so it must not be 
taken that we, as an Association, are taking 
sides in the present political conflict, for what- 
ever our individual views may be, we are re- 
solutely oppósed to disorder and chaos and take 
ovr ‘stand behind the lawfully constituted au- 
thority of the people. The tyrannies which we 
have had to endure through the force majeure 
of a foreign despot cannot be tolerated when 
imposed by our own people,

ALL IRELAND AFFECTED, 


As stated above, our invitation is extended to 
the pétople of all Ireland, without exception of 
Government, polities, or creeds, as all Irighinen 
feel as much the shame of Belfast as the 
shame of Dublin. Irish blood is being shed in 
both cities, and it is not improbable that if 
the business people of field, factory, and work- 
shop, from the 32 counties, attend the meeting 
to be held on Sunday, the 7th May, we might 
be within measurable distance of peace and 
unity, and the end o the revolver and bomb 
in polities. 

Tt is not neeessary to say that the citizens’ 
rights demanded above are the first essentials 
to national reeonstruction and industrial de- 
velopment. Without them, the economic life 
of this; or any nation, is unstable, and national 
credit and prestige disappear. We are now de- 
pendent upon our. own resources, and no pro- 
gress can be made unless our credit is good 
and assured, The completion of land ‘purchase 
is a burning question too long delayed, and 
decent houses must be built for the people in 
town and country; but these and other im- 
portant schemes of national reconstruction must 
remain in abeyance until normal conditions are 
established. 


AN ECONOMIC POLICY. 


The <A)l-Ircland Ratepayers’ Association, or 
what might be a more correct title, “The 
‘National Economic Party,” owing to “being re- 
presentative of the agricultural, industrial, 
commercial, and trading life of Ireland, is in a 
anique position to see the situation im its true 
perspective. This Association, which had long 
hoped for a political settlement, had been for 
80 time working out a national economic 
policy, and only interfered in the vexed ques- 
tion of polities when it ‘was clear that the 
‘economic life of the nation was in danger. The 
crisis may, however, yet vrove useful in bring- 
ing: together the forces that make for stability 
in & nation. 

There is very good reason to hove that the 
railway companies will patriotically facilitate 
the people coming to the demonstration by 
placing at their disposal the entire rólling- 
stock of the different systems. 

Notwithstanding anv agreement that may 
he arrived at at the Conference to be held on 
Wednesday. the 26th inst., the demonstration

A -supply of succulent food, such as roots 
or catch crops, for use from the time the 
cows. calve until there is sufficient grass, is of 
the utmost importance. The -quantity of roots 

be given will depend, of course, on the 
supply available, but 1t may be well to mention 
that a test carried out at the Agricultural 
Station, Clonakilty, showed that when the 
quantity of roots fed was between three and 
mx stones per da “ys one stone of roots could 
be replaced by lb. of a mixture of cake and 
meal, consisting of equal parts decorticated 
cotton cake, maise meal, end crushed oats, 
without the yield of milk being reduced. When 
the supply of roots is limited, the quantity of 
dried grains and bran uld be increased. 
Under such conditions, the flow of milk will be 
stimulated if the dried grains are thoroughly 
steeped in water before being fed, and the bran 
given as a mash. 


CAKE ( OR MEAL? 


The question as = whether it pays to give 
cake or meal to spring. calves when on the 
grass depends largely on the quality of the 
pasture, the nature of the season, and the 
price realised for the milk. Where the pasture 
is of fair average quality, and is: over- 
stocked, the feeding of concentrated food is not 
likely to result in amy material increase in the 
milk yield, particularly in. the early part of 
the season. Towards the middle of August, 
when grass becomes scarcer, an allowance of 
concentrated food will probably increase the 
milk yield: but, except where milk is retailed, 
or sold for retailing, it is doubtful if even 
at this stage the increased yield will pay for 
the extra food. 

Where cows are grazed on inferior ture 
much better financial returns can be obtained 
from the application of basic .slag or super- 
phosphate to the land, than by the feeding 
of concentrated foods to cows in the summer 
and autumn. ‘The use of suitable artificial 
manyres greatly improves poor pastures, both 
as regards the quantity and quality of the 
herbage, with the result that the flow of milk 
is improved, and the stock-carrying capacity 
of the pasture is increased. 

When the quality of the grass begins to 
deteriorate in autumn, a start should be made 
with the feecing of all or other green 
food specially grown for purpose. When 
the cows are housed at. or Pe the feeding 
should consist chiefly of cabbages and roots, 
and hay or oaten straw, preferably the former.

Lecturing to a meeting of farmers at Upp r 
Fitewilliam street, Dublin, on Wednesday even- 
ing, Professor Johnson; T.C.D., said that the 
causes of the present agricultural depression 
were essentially temporary, but on one assump- 
tion: that the fabric of European industry was
